EFFECT OF BELGIUM'S ATTITUDE

NO. ITALO-GERMAN PACT 


No actual treaty or pact will be 
nevotiated, it is stated here. There will 
simply be a clarification of certain details 
interesting the two Governments, 

Clarification of the attitudes of the two 
Governments is expected to be sought on 
two outstanding questions. These are (1) 
the problem of the new Locarno and the 
future of the League of Nations; and (2) 
the problem of Danubian relations. — 

\s regards the first point a new situa- 
tion has been created by the changed 
attitude of Belgium. “The Locarno 
principle is being gradually shipwrecked,“ 
says Signor Virginio Gayda. 

\s regards Danubian relations, Count 
Ciano, it is thought, may try to obtain 
the closer collaboration of Germany in the 
policy of the economic restoration of 
Austria and Hungary. He will be 
attending the conference of Italian, Aus- 
trian and Hungarian Foreign Ministers 
convened in Vienna next month on the 
basis of the Rome protocols. 


THE LITTLE ENTENT=

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GERMAN REPLY TO 
BRITAIN

DIFFICULTIES RATSED IN 
LATEST NOTE 


Reports that Germany, in her reply to 
the British Note of September 18th 
raises difficulties regarding the inclusion 
of the new Locarno within the framework 
of the League, are understood in London 
to be substantially correct, though no 
information is forthcoming from British 
oficial quarters, 

Further consideration is apparently 
required of points which may be sum- 
marised under two headings (although 
this is not necessarily the form in which 
they appear in the German Note) :— 

(1) Whether the League Covenant is to 
be given an overriding position as under 
Article 2 of the 1925 Locarno Treaty. This 
Article provided for exceptions to the non- 
aggression todertakings in two cases—(a) 
action in pursuance of Article 16 of the 
Covenant; (b) action as‘the result of a 
decision taken by the Assembly or the 
Council under Article 15, par. 7. 

(2) The suggestion in the British Note 
that the League Council should decide the 
aggressor. 

t is believed that the German Note 
points ont two difficulties in connection 
with the League:—(a) That interpreta- 
tions of obligations under Article 16 differ, 
and that Germany is not always in agree 
ment with the interpretation put on this 
Article by, other countries, and (b) that 
while the whole question of League reform 
is in the melting pot it is difficult to de- 
fine the relations between a new Locarno 
and the League. 

In some circles it is suggested that the 
German view would, in practice, give 
Germany a more or less free hand in 
Eastern Europe. If the Covenant is not 
to override a new Locarno Pact France 
would, it is contended, be unable to fulfil 
her obligations to Russia, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Germany is now in possession of the 
French reply to the British Note of Sep- 
tember 18th, which was handed by M. 
Delbos, the French Foreign Minister, to 
Mr. Eden at Geneva, and the French 
Government is in possession of the Ger- 
man Note. 

Other reports as to the contents of the 
German Note, particularly those concern- 
ing a proposed Four-Power Pact between 
Italy, Germany, France and Britain, and 
suggestions that Germany is anxious for 
Italy to be both guaranteed and a 
guarantor are stated to be incorrect, adds 
Reuter’s Diplomatic Correspondent.

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MORE RIOTS 
IN BOMBAY 


EIGHT ADDITIONAL

BOMBAY, Monday. 
Al a quiet day, during which, it 


was hoped, the fires of mob violence 
had finally died down, rioting between 
Hindu and Moslem bands broke out afresh 
this evening. 

Four men were killed and thirty others 
injured, while the casualty list was in- 
creased by the death of four other riot 
victims who had been injured yesterday. 

The mobs clashed at Mandvi, in the 
centre of the riot area, and the police 
opened fire for the first time to-day. 

Stone-throwing and incendiarism also 
occurred, and a hundred arrests were 
made. Sixty of the rioters have been 
sentenced to a flogging. 

The construction of the Sabha Mandap, 
or Hall of Assembly, of the Hindu Temple, 
which was the cause of ‘the oubreak, has 
again been postponed. Earlier to-day it 
was announced that the Police Commis- 
sioner of Bombay intended to exercise his 
powers, under the Bombay Police Act, to 
take possession of this temple and. its out- 
buildings and the adjoining Moslem 
mosque, preparatory to the beginning of 
work on the construction of the Assembly 
Hall. To this the Moslems had objected, 
maintaining that it would interfere with 
their religious rites. 


CURIOUS SPECTACLE 


The Parsee contractor has been afraid 
to start work on the hall up_to the present, 
for fear of exciting the hostility of the 
crowds and doing damage to his business. 
The original cause of the trouble, however, 
had been almost lost sight of in the fierce 
passions of the last day’s communal war- 
fare, and it was noticeable that the priests 
of the temple and mosque concerned were 
chatting together to-day im the most 
friendly manner, apparently oblivious of 
the fierce conflagration, causing fifty-eig&at 
deaths and over 500 injured, to which their 
dispute had given rise. 

The Durham Light Infantry again 
patrolled the riot areas for three hours 
this morning, and a company of the 
Punjab Regiment marched through some 
of the affected streets this evening. All 
was then peaceful, and the Police Com- 
missioner of Bombay declared that the 
army had won the day. 

Although this was, perhaps, too 
optimistic, it is still hoped. that the 
measures taken for the restoration of order 
will soon become effective. 

Meantime the Governor of Bombay, Lord 
Brabourne, has postponed his proposed 
tour to Mysore and Ootacamund, and the 
University matriculation examination has 
also been postponed until the riots are 
over,

N eighty-mile-an-hour _ hurricane, 
which swept the north coast of Ger- 
many causing heavy damage and loss of 
life, was to-night beating the north-east 
with unabated violence: Mountainous 
waves are pounding Heligoland, the lower 
Elbe and the Schleswig coast. : 
Hamburg, though well inland, has a 
water level ten feet above the average 
caused by the piled-up seas in the 
estuary. The low-lying meadows on the 
shores of the Cuxhaven Bight are flooded, 


SEVERAL LIVES LOST 


Four persons are known to have lost 
their lives in this area, and thousands of 
pounds’ worth of damage has been done. 
The dyke at Stade, on the lower Elbe, 
collapsed beneath a tidal wave. 

A peasant woman, who made a frantic 
last-minute dash to safety, was engulfed 
in the swirling waters and drowned. Near 
Cuxhaven a young farmer was endeavour- 
ing to drive his maddened cattle to higher 
ground when a tidal wave swept him 
away. Another farmer trapped in his 
flooded fields near Hamburg experienced 
a similar fate. k 


TRAIN BLOWN OVER 

On the Baltic island of Ruegen, just off 
the German coast, a train was blown off 
the lines and seven passengers injured. 
The ferry service between Ruegen and 
Stralsund, on the mainland, has been 
abandoned. : 

Ships in the Hamburg Harbour and the 
Bremerhaven roads are tossing aLout as if 
in the open sea. Many collisions have 
occurred, as the fairways are crowded with 
shipping, seeking shelter from the gale. 

Cuxhaven, in the Bight of Heligoland, is 
under water, and traffic is being main- 
tained by boats. Latest reports say that 
the tide on the Holstein coast is the 
highest for the last fifty years.

HUNDREDS HOMELESS

Heavy seas 
in the Channel delayed and battered ship 
ping.

Steam trawlers had to snatch up their nets 
and make for land.

LIMERICK, Monday. 

HE first official intimation that the 

Shannon, has been selected as the 
site for the trans-Atlantic air base was 
received in Limerick to-day, when a letter 
was read from the Acting Minister for 
{industry and Commerce at a meeting of 
the Limerick Harbour Board, asking that 
a deputation from the Board would visit 
Dublin on Friday next to discuss the pro- 
ject. The letter stated that it was the 
desire of the Acting. Minister that the 
Commissioners would give urgent con- 
sideration to the proposal to establish a 
civil air base on the Shannon, suitable for 
trans-Atlantic service, and. that the topic 
for discussion at the proposed meeting in 
Dublin would be the co-operation of the 
Limerick Commissioners in providing the 
necessary facilities for the air port. 

Mr. Roycroft said that it was very satis- 
factory to know officially that the 
Shannon had beer selected as the site of 
the air base. 

The Mayor agreed; and said that the pro- 
ject was of the utmost importance, in view 
of its potential advantages to,Limerick. 

A deputation, consisting of the Mayor 
(Alderman D. Bourke, T.D.), Mr. S. J. 
K. Roycroft,and.Mr. D..A..O’ Dwyer, was 
appointed to go to Dublin at the invita- 
tion of the Acting Minister.

Galway Harbour Board yesterday passed 
the following resolution unanimously :'— 

“ The Galway Harbour Commissioners 
have learned with deep regret and dis- 
appointment that the Government of 
Saorstat Eireann has felt itself obliged by 
the terms of the North Atlantic air agree- 
ment, entered into with the Governments 
of Great Britain, Canada and the United 
States, to refuse the request of the

Four Arabs, convicted of the murder 
of the British policeman, Constable R. C. 
V. Mott, in November last, were sen- 
tenced to fourteen years’ imprisonment at 
Nazareth Assizes to-day. 

The prisoners, who belonged to te 
notoricus Sheikh Kassem’s gang, pleaded 
guilty to the crime, and also confessed to 
having killed the Jewish police sergeant 
Rosenfeld early in November, 1935. 

Two sniping incidents are reported to 
have occurred in the Safed district: over 
the week-end, British troops being fired 
on by armed bands of rebels. 

A reconnoitring party from the York 
and Lancaster Regiment came under fire 
near Safed, but there were no casualties. . 

A number of shots were fired yesterday 
morning at a patrol of the West York- 
shire Regiment in the same district.

RUSSIAN APPEAL TO 


LEAGUE? 


PINCERS CLOSING ON 
. MADRID

GENEVA, Monday. 


A S the fall of Madrid becomes hourly 
more probable the efforts ‘of the sup- 
porters in Europe of the Spanish Govern- 
ment are becoming more urgent, and even 
desperate. 
The situation is causing grave concern 
in Geneva, which fears that the League 
may yet be called upon to sit in judgment 
over the conflict. : 

It was only as a result of most stringent 
pressure that the issue was not brought up 
in the Assembly, which closed ten days 
ago. Both Sefior del Vayo, the Spanish 
Foreign Minister, and M. Litvinoff, the 
Soviet Foreign Commissar, were restrained 
with the utmost difficulty from bringing 
the conflict before the Council or the 
Assembly. 

In the state of feeling in Europe and in 
the world to-day a discussion at Geneva 
would almost inevitably have led to dis- 
ruption, for, if the Spanish Government 
has its champions, so would Burgos have 
its stalwarts. — 


BRITISH LABOUR STAND 


Dissatisfied with the results of its latest 
action in connection with the London 
Non - Intervention Committee, — Soviet 
Russia is believed to be again toymg 
with the idea of an appeal to the League. 

It is, of course, open to any member 
of the League to ask, under Article XI., 
for the summoning of a meeting of the 
Council. All that can be said at the 
moment is that the Secretary-General! has 
not yet received such a request from any 
quarter. 

The .attitude of the British Labour 
Party is being watched with the greatest 
interest, and Mr. Attlee’s request for the 
immediate convocation of Parliament will, 
it is believed, inspire the French Left 
Wing to press for the early assembly of 
the French Chamber.. Debates in the 
British and French Parliaments might, at 
any rate, act as a safety valve for much 
of the deeply-stirred feelings of Madrid 
sympathisers, and help to ward off the 
risk of complications involved in any 
appeal to Geneva. 


TIGHTENING GRIP ON 
MADRID 
STUBBORN RESISTANCE ON 
MOUNTAIN FRONT 


The collapse of Government resistance 
near the historical Escorial, north-west of 
Madrid, is believed to be imminent. 

The Government troops are clinging 
desperately to their mountain posts here 
in bitterly cold weather, for they con- 
stitute another important sector of the 
capital’s defence. 

A relentless insurgent advance is in 
progress from the south and south-west, 
designed to drive a wedge between them 
and Madrid, which would at last upset 
the three-months’ old stalemate on this 
front. 

By drawing the insurgent net round 
Madrid ever ‘tighter, the siege of the 
capital is brought. almost within sight, 
giving added point to a new promise made 
by the insurgent contmander, General 
Mola, that “in a few days we will enter 
Madrid.”’ 

Sefior Azana, the President of the 
Spanish Republic, arrived suddenly in 
Barcelona last night. It is officially ex- 
plained that he is paying visits to the 
various fronts. 

The insurgents have already occupied 
Castillo, which, like Aranjuez, is an im: 
portant junction on the Madrid-Valencia 
railway. This, they claim, has struck a 
blow at the moral of the Militia, as only 
one main road—Madrid to Valencia—now 
remains open to the capital. 


FIGHTING AT OVIEDO 


According to a message from Madrid 
yesterday, the battle at Oviedo, in the 
relief of which by the insurgents 4,000 
Asturian miners are reported to have died, 
is not yet over. The miners, it is said, 
have launched a. “ vigorous offensive ” to 
prevent the entry into the town of the 
relief column, the main body of which has 
been caught between two fires. 

Movements by the Government and ‘in- 
surgent. flects, around. Gibraltar, . which 
came to light to-day, have puzzled well- 
informed circles there, who believe that 
the two fleets are avoiding each other. The 
entire Government fleet, which for the past 
five weeks has been concentrated at Bilbao 
and other northern ports, is now at 
Malaga. 

Certain members of the Government 
forces captured at Oviedo state that their 
commanders were all foreign officers, 
according to insurgent radio reports. 

It is stated that a collection among 
German workmen amounted to 2,000,000 
pesetas (roughly £69,000), which will be 
used to buy winter clothes for the 
insurgent troops. Heavier clothing is 
much needed by the Moors, who rae said to 
have declared that their worst enemy—and 
Madrid’s best ally—is ‘‘ Genera] Winter.’ 


SCOTTISH AMBULANCE 


It was learned in Glasgow yesterday 
that Miss Jacobsen, the only woman who 
accompanied the Scottish ambulance unit 
to Spain, is returning to Glasgow. 

During the week end the five members 
of the unit who were sent home by their 
leader, Mr. Duncan Newbigging, met the 
Executive Committee responsible for 
sending the unit to Spain, and it was 
decided to send for Miss Jacobsen. 

On October 13th Sir Samuel Stevenson, 
Chancellor of Glasgow University, stated: 
“I have received a telegram informing 
me that seven members of the unit have 
been sent home, two for health reasons 
and the remainder on matters of 
discipline. Mr, Newbigging, who is in 
command of the unit, and Miss Jacobsen 
are carrying on with twelve members of 
the unit.’ 


RUSSIAN SUPPLIES 
From Revuter’s COnRESPONDENT, 
MADRID, Monday. 


Fresh supplies for Madrid arrived at 
Alicante to-day by the Russian steamer 
Nevae, amidst cheers for the Soviets. The 
cargo included 1,900 tons of wheat, 124

FARMERS’ ANXIETY 


GROWS

HE Mallow sugar factory strike 
developed yesterday. Workers in the 
Carlow, Thurles, and, it is stated, the 
Tuam factories have received a week's 
notice of dismissal. A week's notice to 
180 workers of the permanent staff was 
posted up at the Thurles factory yester- 
day morning. The notice provides for the 


termination of the men’s services next 


Saturday. 

Trade union circles interpret the new 
turn in the dispute as indicative of a 
lengthy stoppage. 

No caries been made so far to 
arrange a conference, but it is understood 
that the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce is watching the position closely, and 
that the Irish Trade Union Congress also 
is ready to intervene if invited to do so. 


UNION’S ATTITUDE 


The suggestion made at meetings of 

farmers and by other interested parties 
that the men should return to work in 
the Mallow factory, and should remain st 
work in the other factories pending the 
outcome of negotiations 1s not regarded 
by the unions as being feasible. It is 
pointed out that in other disputes in 
which deadlocks arose and were over- 
come bythe men agreeing to return 
to work simultaneously with the opening 
up of negotiations the position at 
the end of tho negotiations was quite 
clear. The workers were in a 
position to take strike action if the 
negotiations were unsatisfactory. In the 
present instance, however, if the campaign 
work began in the midst of the negotia- 
tions, and a stoppage followed, the loss 
to the company would be enormous, 
_ The company’s solution of the problem 
is that the workers should guarantee to 
work during the campaign, irrespective of 
whether they are satisfied or dissatisfied. 

The unions’ solution is that the wages 
and conditions issue should be settled in 
advance of the campaign and that all 
possibility of a stoppage should be avoided 
in this way. : 


JARPENTERS OUT 


At Mallow the carpenters were brought 
out yesterday morning by the chairman 
and secretary of the Mallow Branch 
Amalgamated Society of Woodworkers, 
A week’s notice was served on a painter 
working in the factory and a labourer 
engaged in hygienic work who was allowed 
to remain on by special permit from the 
Strike Committee. 

The company has intimated to the 
clerical staff that their dismissal may be 
expected if the strike continues. This 
would appear to indicate that the company 
entertains little hope of an early settle- 
ment. 

In the sugar factory are eighteen 
apprentices, who received their initial 
training in Mallow Vocational School. 
Pending the settlement of the strike, the 
headmaster of the Vocational School, Mr. 
J. J. O'Connor, has decided to let these 
boys continue their studies in the school. 


FARMER’S VIEW 


Mr. James Vankohn, of Ballygarrett, 
Mallow,—states that the farmers view the 
situation with extreme apprehension. He 
says that at a meeting of grain-growers, 
beet-growers, and others, the situation 
was discussed exhaustively. The farmers 
present viewed the trend of events with 
They wished to place on 
record that they were in no way opposed 
to the sugar iactory labourers looking for 
better wages or conditions. They were 
strongly of opinion, however, that the 
strike was called at a most unfortunate 
time for beet-growers, and all concerned. 
They considered that the offer made by 
the company should be accepted—that the 
men should return to work ; and that con- 
siderably more _ good-will would be 
ensured by common-sense. 

The farmers point out that land under 
beet now required preparation for wheat. 


BEET HELD UP 


Our Thurles Correspondent wires :— 
Delivery of beet from certain stations, 
which had been in progress for some days, 
ceased last Saturday morning. A joint 
meeting of the Transport and Engineering 
Unions is announced for to-night for the 
purpose of considering the dismissal 
notice and other aspects of the situation.
